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THE PAST YEAR. 


In recurring to the events of 
the year which has just sunk 
into the illimitable gulf of 
time, we are conscious that the 
retrospect is not on the whole 
an enlivening one, As memory 
stretches back to the corre- 
sponding period of 1861 we 
cannot but remember the gloom 
with which the year opened ; 
and as we dwell on the circum- 
stances of its close they present 
only a combination of sorrow 
and anxiety, In the month 
of January of last year the 
country was suffering from the 
effects of a frost of abnormal 
severity, which caused an 
amount of distress among the 
poorer and working classes 
which took us by surprise, 
under which our national 
system of relief broke down, 
and beneath which even our 
widespread and expansive private 
charities very nearly succumbed. 
At that time, too, began already 
to be felt the anxieties attendant 
on a deficient harvest, which 
reacted on the money market, 
and was symbolised by the high 
rate of discount of the Bank of 
England, Our coasts then, and 
for some time after, were visited 








with tempests before which 
strong. ships went down in 
numbers or were strewed hap- 
less wrecks upon the waste of 
waters; and the land, too, was 
not without serious molestation 
from the demon of storms. 
Abroad, the prospect of affairs 
was more than dubious, The 
signs of the disruption of ihe 
States of America were too 
decided to be mistaken; the 
intentions of the Emperor of 
the French (that political baro- 
meter) were supposed to be 
questionable, both in reference 
to an occupation of Syria and 
an interference with Switzer- 
land ; the fortunes of the nascent 
kingdom of Italy were still in the 
balance, for the King of Naples 
still held out in Gaeta, morally 
supported by the presence of a 
French squadron; there were 
ominous symptoms cf an active 
dispute between Denmark and 
Prossia on the Schleswig and 


. Holstein question; and there 


were even expectations of a 
crisis in Russia, Truly, a compli- 
cation and a congeries which 
were calculated to depress the 
most buoyant spirits, and almost 
to cause Hope for a season to 
bid the world farewell. But 
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ere long, something brighter and better began to prevail, 
The clouds which lowered over foreign affairs, at least on 
the continent of Europe, were to a great degree dispersed ; 
and the action of France in respect to Italy, including a 
remarkable speech of Prince Napoleon in the Chambers 
in favour of Italian unity, was so far altered that the chief 
ef the Honse of Savoy merged his title of Ruler of Sardinia 
into that of King of Italy; and, although the question 
of Rome and its future still remained, as it has remained, 
unsettled, a great fact was accomplished such as the boldest 
speculator in kingdoms and dynasties would not have ventured 
to predict some five years ago, The two most despotic 
empires in Europe paid homage, slight though it were, to the 
genius of Freedom—Austria absolutely promulgating what was 
called a constitution, and Bussia decreeing the emancipation 
of the serfs, For England there was much to be satisfied with 
im the tidings from the East, prospects of extended trade with 
China appearing to open ; while there was much to give hope of 
an improved financial condition in our Indian dependencies ; 
and in due season the history of this country became domestic 
with the opening of Parliament 

It has been the fashion to speak of the Session of 1861 as a 
totally barren one, This is by no means altogether the fact, It 
is true that the question of Parliamentary Reform was formally 
abandoned by Lord J, Russell, that the bit-by-bit reforms in the 
shape of bills for reducing the county and borough franchise by 
Mr, Locke King and Mr, Baines were rejected, and that in the ap- 
portionments of the seats which had become vacant by the dis- 
franchisement of Sudbury and St, Albans the objects of the 
Liberal party were defeated and the Conservatives had their own 
way. It isalso true that a series of measures relating to religious 
toleration, including the bill for the abolition of church rates, 
owing to the nicely-balanced state of parties in the House of 
Commons, were not suffered to pass, and therefore have been, as 
we believe, deferred, But still something in the way of advanced 
legislation, and that not unimportant, was effected. In the first 
place, the repeal of the paper duty, which included the principle 
of vindication of the rights and privileges of the Lower House, 
was carried after several factious attempts to defeat it, and was 
accepted nearly sub silentio by the House of Lords, A bank- 
ruptcy bill of acknowledged excellence, though somewhat 
maimed by the jealous, not to say petty, interference of certain 
Law Lords, of whom better things might have been expected, 
was achieved, An excellent measure which had long been 
advocated inthe columnsof this Journal—the Post Office Savings’ 
Bank Act was successfully dealt with, and hascomeinto operation, 
An advantageous alteration in the Law of Settlement was made, 
and so far our poor-law system amended, An enlargement 
ef the principle of affirmations as distinguished from oaths was 
made, A measure was passed by which the electors of univer- 
sities are allowed to exercise their suffrage by means of voting- 
papers, a plan the convenience of which to the peculiar con- 
stituencies of those bodies was fully admitted, but which was 
deprecated by some as a step towards secret voting in g2neral. 
After having long been condemned the system of passing tolls 
was abolished; the better arrangement of salmon-fisheries, 
involving an important branch of industry, was discussed, and 
to some extent carried out; and the provisions of the Acts 
which regulate the labour of women and children in 
factories were extended to lace manufactories, and s me 
progress was made towards the establishment of a sys‘em 
of arterial drainage. A first, and on the whole a successful, 
attempt towards the consolidation of our statute law was made by 
the passing of a series of Acts simplifying our criminal law, and 
reducing it to something akin to a code. In addition to these, 
seyeral Acts were agreed to which went far to remodel our 
Indian Government in its legislative, administrative, and judicial 
departments, founded on the principles to which the class called 
Indian Reformers adhere, Last, and not least, the percentage 
of the income tax was reduced by a penny. This list may not 
appear large ; but it is composed of practical measures, and, 
considering the present constitution of the House or Commons, 
it might have been worse, 

It would be of little avail to review the long list of 
Parliamentary failures, which will help to account for the 
length of the Session, which did not terminate till the end of 
August ; but it may suffice to say, that though pertinaciously, 
and sometimes factiously, opposed, and more than once left in 
& positive minority, the Government continued to weather the 
difficulties which beset them, their main stay being their 
foreign policy, with regard to which they received something 
very like s unanimous approval and support, Some changes 
which took place in the constitution of the Ministry are 
notable. By the lamented death of Lord Herbert the 
secretaryship for war passed—amidst some manifestations of 
surprise—into the hands of Sir Cornewall Lewis, the home 
secretaryship falling to Sir George Grey, whose office of 
Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster was accepted by Mr, 
Cardwell, who resigned the office of chief secretary for 
Treland to Sir Robert Peel, The under-secretaryships for war 
and India were exchanged by Mr, Baring and Lord De Grey 
and Ripon respectively, and Mr, Layard became Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs in the place of Lord Wodehouse, who 
retired, probably owing to the promotion of Lord John Russell 
to the peerage and a seat in the House of Lords, Speaking

abnormal and temporary causes, and also, happily, by the 
remission of taxation, than by any positive falling off in the 
staple sources of national prosperity. Speaking of the past 
year—whether we look to our finances, our social and national 
spirit, our Army and Navy (the latter no longer paralysed for 
want of men), and the wisdom and moderation of our ruling 
statesmen—it has left us in a position of the utmost adequacy 
to meet any emergency with which we may be threatened, 

And here it becomes necessary to infuse into our domestic 
chronicle a foreign element, The disruption of-the United 
States of America in the spring, and the consequent civil war, 
has had an obvious bearing on our interests and our policy. 
The path of neutrality and of non-interference has been a 
narrow and a difficult one for our statesmen to tread, owing to 
circumstances over which England has no control, and to 
which we do not think it necessary now to do more than 
allude, Unhappily, the affair of the Trent has left us in 
such a position that on the first day of the new year we were 
anxiously awaiting intelligence which would bear with it the 
issues of peace or war with a kindred people, At this 
point it will not be out of place to advert to the attitude which 
France has adopted towards this country, one of loyal alliance 
and coincidence of opinion, which, spontaneously expressed, has 
been followed by Austria and Prussia, and, therefore, may be 
said to have gained the acceptance of the majority of the Great 
Powers of Europe. Nor should we pass over the remarkable 
signs which are apparent of a new era in the administration 
of the affairs of France, taking a direction which can be traced 
to the insensible influence of England ; while the expansion of 
our trade with our nearest neighbour, owing to the recent 
arrangements between the two countries, has been such as to 
promise almost to compensate for the, we trust temporary, 
loss of our commercial dealings with America, It should not 
be forgotten that the decennial Census of our people which has 
taken place this year shows an increase of population such as 
could only arise from improved habits and conditions of life, 

The picture of disaster and crime, from the contemplation of 
which it is a duty not to shrink, is, as far as a rough calculation 
goes, not above nor below the usual average, There have been 
deplorable accidents on the London and Brighton, South- 
Western, and North-London Railways, attended with terrible 
loss of life and proportionate maiming and wounding. Fires 
have been a melancholy specialty in the metropolis—witness the 
fearful devastation by that element at London-bridge and the 
burning of the Surrey Music Hall, besides others too numerous 
to mention, The annals of crime include a positive mania for 
military murders, in addition to many which have occurred in 
civil and ordinary life ; and amongst cognate offences may be 
classed the case of Baron de Vidil and his attempt on the life of 
his son, and the extraordinary affray between Roberts and 
Murray in Northumberland-street, Strand. The history of fraud 
and peculation embraces the special cases of the astute robbery 
of the Commercial Bank by Durden, and-the collapse of the 
Deposit and National Investment and Assurance Association. 
On this dark side of our social life it would be possible to 
dwell at greater length; but we forbear, and pass to another 
melancholy phase in the retrospect of the year that has gone, 

When reference is made to the necrology of 1861, it is found 
that the range is very wide, Death has knocked ruthlessly at 
the door of palaces in the last twelve months, No less than four 
Sovereigns—the Kings of Prussia and Portugal, the Sultan of 
Turkey, andthe Emperor of China—have gone the way of all flesh. 
In this place we will but state the sad fact of the passing away, 
amidst the regrets not only of this sorrowing nation but 
of every civilised country which the intelligence has yet 
reached, of the Prince Consort; following within a few months 
the Duchess of Kent, and leaving the Queen of these realms 
under the affliction of a double bereavement. Perhaps, next to 
the demise of Prince Albert, the death which caused the most 
profound sensation in England was that of Cavour, the creator 
of the new kingdom of Italy. Amongst our own statesmen we 
have to deplore the loss of Lord Herbert in the full career of 
his usefulness ; of Sir James Graham, who, though fallen into 
the vale of years, was still a pillar of the State. The peerage has 
lost not less than seventeen of its members, notable amongst 
whom are the Dukes of Bedford, Buckingham, and Sutherland ; 
the Earls Eglinton, Fortescue, and Guildford ; Lords Campbell 
(the Lord Chancellor), a great lawyer; Elphinstone, a dis- 
tinguished Indian administrator; Abimger; and Braybrooke, 
Among the Bishops there have died the Bishop of Durham (Dr. 
Montague Villiers), the Bishop of Killaloe, in Ireland, and the 
Bishop of Madras, From the House of Commons there have 
disappeared at the summons of the “ fell sergeant””—Mr, Thomas 
Duncombe (Finsbury), Mr. Lloyd Mostyn (Flintshire), Dr. Noble 
(Leicester), Major Sibthorpe (Lincoln), Mr. David Pugh 
(Montgomeryshire), Sir J, Owen (Pembrokeshire), and Mr, 
Hodgetts Foley.(Worcestershire), The Navy has lost Admiral 
Sir Charles Napier, and Admiral Richard Dundas; and 
the Army, amongst others, the veteran scientific soldier Sir 
Howard Douglas; and in Sir Charles Pasley a kindred spirit 
and a first-rate military engineer; while the Indian 
service has to regret the loss of Sir Mark Cubbon 
and Sir Richmond Shakspeare, Literature, art, music, and the 
drama have been placed in deep mourning, and from their 
respective ranks are missed Mrs. Barrett Browning, Mrs. Gore, 
Lady Charlotte Bury, Agnes Baillie (the sister of Joanna), Sir 
Francis Palgrave, T. W. Atkinson, 8. Leigh Sotheby, John 
Francis (sculptor), Danby and Pickersgill (painters), Catherine 
Hayes, Standigl, and Velluti (singers), Vincent Novello (com- 
poser), and Vandenhoff and Farren (actors). Science, too, has 
to deplore the passing away of several of her sons, Amongst 
celebrated physicians we find the names of Sir John Forbes, Dr. 
Southwood Smith, and Dr, Baly ; among engineers we have lost 
Manudslay, Sir P, Fairbairn, Sir W. Cabitt, and Richard Grainger, 
In other departments of science there have died Professors 
Henslow, Quekett, Donaldson, and Clough, and G, Bishop, the 





astronomer, A great lawyer has left us in the person of Sir 
John Paitteson, formerly one of the Judges of the Queen’s Bench rs 
and the Corporation of London has lost one of its oldest 
members in Alderman Sir Peter Laurie, It would, unfortunately, 
be easy to swell this list to still more melancholy proportions ; 
but that which we set down will perhaps tend to show how 
serious has been the obituary of 1861, 

With this brief sketch of its most remarkable events we take 
leave of a year which, in many respects eventful, leaves us in 
the midst of circumstances which may result in stamping the- 
year which is to come with a character which we can only, 
hope and pray that it may be spared.

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THE events of the year having been summarised in another part 
of our Impression, we have now to complete the record by adding 
the latest news from the only part of the. world where events 
have at the moment a strong interest for English readers, 
The arrival of the Africa places us in possession of a large 
mass of details, which our contemporaries have sought to arranze 
ingeniously, mosaic fashion, so as to present a picture of the 
American mind with reference to the dispute with England. 
We do not know, however, that the picture is a likeness, clever 
as is the manipulation of material out of which it has been 
produced. The only part which has, we think, been “reliably” 
(to use a vile word) presented is that which indicates the 
surprise which has seized the States at the attitade of this 
country. We have submitted so long, and with such good- 
natured forbearance, to every caprice, whim, and impertinence 
of our cousins that they had, not perhaps unreasonably, 
concluded that we had lost sight of the truth that under some 
circumstances patience ceases to be a virtue. We have 
shown, in contradiction to the incessant allegations of the 
Transatlantic press, that we did understand America and the 
nature of American institutions ; and that, though ourselves 
working with a responsible Government, mutually dependent, 
and resting on the opinion of the intellectual and solvent classes 
of society, we could make all allowances for the difficult position 
of a Government under the dictation of mobs, and abandoned 
by the culpable selfishness of the respectable population. Bat 
the last outrage has been so flagrantthat not only is England 
aroused, but ail the strong Governments of Europe—some of 
them little inclined to be friendly to us—exclaim with 
united voice that such a thing cannot be borne; and the 
intimation of Earl Ruasell that there is a limit to our for- 
bearance, though notification was a matter of indis- 
putable necessity, ed the Americans. The various 
utterances of the” are not worth collecting, except in 
so far as they reflect the opinion of the peoples or may ’ 
supposed to be acceptable to it, The better men in the St;

would scem not to have taken place when the Africa's bay was 
sealed- The Congress, so ready the other day with a sycophantic 
compliment to Captain Wilks, had refused by 109 to 16 to 
back up his “action” any further, and had referred the question 
to the Government iteelf, Mr. Chase, the American Gladstone, 
had assured the representatives of the financial interest that 
the dispute would receive a speedy and pacific solution, So far, 
therefore, things may be said to look a little better; but it 
would be worse than foolish to augur that the danger of 
war bas passed away. We wish that we could believe the 
Seward party wise enough and patriotic enough to consider the 
question only on its merits. They have never given any proof 
of such a statesmanlike disposition, They have sought nothing 
but popularity and the applause of that part of the populace 
whose good opinion is a reproach to honest men. Meantime 
they are being hard pressed by the Abolitionists, who are more 
in earnest than any other section of the American public, and 
who, naturally, are indignant that the slavery-hating Englishman 
is placed in such a situation that he cannot sympathise with the 
enemies of the slaveowner, It is hinted that the Abolitionists 
mean much more active hostility to the Government, and already 
the alarmists on the Seward side threaten the severest 

With such foes close upon them, and with the discontent 
which the impatient mob is showing at the prudential 
inactivity of General M‘Clellan (there were idiots, even in 
the London Common Council, who assailed Lord Wellington in 
the same way for his unmatched Peninsular tactics), and with 
a fearful expenditure to provide for out of an almost empty 
treasury, the position of the divided ard intriguing Cabinet 
of Mr. Lincoln is far from enviable, This is to be muck 
regretted, because the fact may make it impossible for the 
President to do what justice and true wisdom dictate in regard 
to England. He may feel himself obliged to make political 
capital, and refuse to yield the men, at the risk of bringing 
down prompt chastisement from the armed hand of England. 
A brilliant victory over the South at this moment would be the 
best guarantee for peace between us and the Americans—the 
national vanity would be appeased and prudent counsels 
would have a chance of prevailing. But there is small 
hope of anything of the kind; General M‘Olellan adheres 
to the Fabian system; and, though he counsels justice, 


tolerated. In this, of course, we have no right to biame 
him, If his own views of the future are such as are imputed 
to him—and if they are he is far too wise a man to give 
any sign of the kind—he may not be displeased to see the 
Government embarrassed by enemies whom it may be his 
mission to put down. Thus thé ter rests until fresh advices 
arrive; and we repeat that the utmost that the last despatches 
permit us to say is, that the Americans are surprised at our 
energetic protest against outrage, and seem inclined to consider 
that we may have good grounds for action. 

Other foreign news is comprised in our general summary. The 
last reports from Lisbon describe the population as in a moat 
agitated state in consequence of the sudden mortality in the 
Royal family. Riota are constant, the houses of distinguished 
men are attacked, the druggists’ shops are sacked, anda military 
disturbance was apprehended. The King had removed from the 
palace, which was to be strictly examined as to its sanitary 
condition, All these disorders indicate a very low grade of 
intelligence among the people of the Portuguese capital, but 
they seem to show a sincere affection for the Sovereign and hia 
family. 

The immense number of addresses which are sent up to the 
Sovereign expressing the condolence of the nation upon the 
subject of the melancholy bereavement the Queen has sustained 
testifies to the deep sympathy felt for her Majesty. The city of 
London is about to erect a memorial to the departed Prince— 
the desire is a most praiseworthy one ; let us hope that the 
execution of the project will. do something towards redeeming 
our artistic disgraces, The premature statement that the Queea 
would open the International Exhibition has been promptly 
contradicted on authority. There is nothing else of domestic 
interest to mark the opening of the new year, and we conclade 
by heartily concurring in the spirit of the wish with which the 
Emperor of the French has greeted the Ambassadors on the Jowr 
de l'An—that the incoming year may be more auspicious to

BesipEs the Illustrations of the 
Funeral of the late Prince Consort, 
which, by extraordinary exertions, 
we were enabled to give in our last 
Number, our present Impression 


contains some others of the most - 


striking points of the funeral cere- 
mony. It is our pleasant duty here 
to acknowledge that our artists met 
with every facility from the Messrs, 
T. and W. Banting, of St. James’s- 
street, who have for many years 
conducted the Royal and public 
funerals-in this country, and to 
whom the details of the late cere- 
mony were intrusted. To the par- 
ticulars of the funeral which were 
given in this Journal last week we 
add, in connection with the ac- 
companying Engravings, the fol- 
lewing touching account, from 
the Times, of the scene in the 
Chapel Royal :— 

“None were admitted to the 
chapel till half-past ten o'clock. 
Before that hour ali the prepara- 
tions were complete. The commu- 
nion-table rails were draped with 
black velvet, and the communion- 


table itself wascovered with massive {| 


plate, which shone out with almost 
startling brightness amid the black 
around, To avoid the possibility 
also of any mischance occurring, 
the bier was lowered to the vault 
entrance, and raised again when 
the aperture was finally closed ; for 
in these Royal obsequies the open- 
ing that gives entrance at last to 
the Royal vault is never seen till 
the service is almost over, The 
square platform, which is worked 
from beneath by powerful ma- 
ay, ae y fills the open- 
ing. this the coffin and bier 
are placed, and at the appointed 
time they slowly sink out of sight. 
Shortly before eleven the chief do- 
mestics of the Royal household 
were admitted to the building, and 
took their places on each side of the 
platform leading up the nave. All 
were attired in the deepest mourn- 
ing, and many of the at- 
tendants of the late Pri were 
deeply affected when the funeral 
began.

RIVIERE DU LOUP, EASTERN CANADA. 


RIVIERE Dv Lovp is the eastern terminus of the Grand Trunk Railway, 
and of the chain of Canadian railways generally. It is situated 
on the south bank of the River St. Lawrence, one hundred and twenty 
miles below Quebec. It is a small and has hitherto been an unimportant 
lace ; few of our readers, perhaps, ever heard of it until within the 
few weeks. Bat, should war with the United States of America 
result from the present unfortunate misunderstanding between them 
and Great Britain, Riviere du Loup will be as well known to the British 
public as Balaclava was during the Crimean War, for it is the point, and 
almost the only t, at which, during winter; we shall be able to 
communicate pour in supplies of men and material necessary for 
the defence of that ion of our extensive and valuable colonies that 
lies between the ice-blocked embouchure of the St, Lawrence and the 
shores of Lake Huron in the far west.

In 1859 General Harney seized the island of St. Juan, the right to 
which is claimed by both nations under the treaty relating to the 
North-western boundary. This act of General Harney, being con- 
trary to an express understanding between the two Governments 
that neither party should occupy the island until the right of possession 
had been determined, led to a remonstrance by the British Govern- 
ment. General Scott was sent to the Pacific coast to overrule General 
Harney. The affair terminated in the joint occupancy of the island, 
and in the recall of the offending General.

This magnificent work, stately in dimensions and profusely illustrated 
with coloured examples, is an appropriate tribute to a purely English 
art which is every day assuming more im and Spry bes 
of wider scope and loftier arriving at length at the highest 
poetry of design. It will also serve as a valuable instructor, both in 
the principles and practice of the art itself, The task of producing
